Tut  looently 
one  of  our  Southern  I'.  P’s.  preach- 
ed a sermon  from  a te-xt  a part  of 
which  is  spurious  and  the  other 
part  ot  questionable  translation,  as 
he  interpreted  it.  Such  careless- 
ness or  ignorance*,  is  -.unpardonable 
and  hurtful  to  the  cause  of  . our  Mas- 
ter. But  the  object  of  the  writer 
in  this  article  is  to  call  attention  to 
one  wold  which  has  been  much  in- 
sisted upon  by  both  the  wrijers  and 
the  preacher*  of ©ur  church.
